Church  Extension. — ^J.  A.  Baylor,  architectural  secretary  of 
Church  Extension,  briefly  addressed  the  Conference  in  the  in- 
terest of  better  church  buildings. 

Midland  Methodist. — The  Commission  on  Midland  Meth- 
odist made  the  following  report,  through  the  chairman,  Col.  Creed 

F.  Bates : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Publication,  and  of  Presiding 
Elders  from  the  Holston,  Tennessee,  and  Memphis  Conference  (at  the 
call  of  Bishop  E.  D.  Mouzon),  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  August  29,  1922,  the 
importance  of  a  live  and  active  Conference  organ  for  the  three  Conferences 
was  thoroughly  discussed ;  propositions  from  several  publishers  were  pre- 
sented and  were  given  careful  consideration,  and  the  offer  of  Lamar  & 
Barton  (hereto  attached)  was  unanimously  adopted  as  the  best  presented 
for  our  consideration,  giving  us  immediate,  practical,  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  the  Conference  organ  and  opening  the  way  for  absolute  ownership 
at  any  time  the  Conferences  may  elect. 

A  committee  of  three,  viz.,  Creed  F.  Bates,  T.  B.  King  and  T.  C.  Rags- 
dale,  was  appointed  to  draw  up  a  report  of  the  action  of  the  above  meeting 
to  be  presented  to  three  Conferences  for  their  adoption ;  also  to  define  the 
duties  of  the  Commission  on  Publication,  the  manner  of  appointing  the 
same  and  to  make  any  other  necessary  recommendations. 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  as  its  report: 

1.  We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  Lamar  & 
Barton  for  the  publication  of  the  paper. 

2.  We  recommend  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  paper  to 

and,  in  case  the  three  Conferences  should  decide  on  different  names,  that 
the  commission  be  authorized  to  determine  the  matter  of  the  name. 

3.  That  the  commission  on  publication  shall  consist  of  nine  members, 
one  lay  and  two  clerical  members  from  each  of  the  three  Conferences,  each 
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Conference  to  elect  its  commissioners  upon  nomination  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Literature.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  so  elected 
by  the  Conferences  to  make  all  contracts  for  the  publication  of  the  paper, 
to  employ  an  editor  for  the  same  and  to  fix  the  editor's  salary;  to  regulate 
the  editorial  policy  of  the  paper  and  to  co-operate  with  both  the  editor 
and  the  publishers  in  all  things  appertaining  to  the  successful  and  proper 
management  of  the  paper. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  commission  be  given  authority  to  take  out 
a  charter  for  the  paper  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  so  as 
to  give  it  proper  legal  standing.

5.  As  Publishing  Agents,  we  will  recognize  the  right  of  ownership  of 
the  organ  by  the  three  Conferences,  so  that  if  at  any  time  another  publisher 
is  desired,  we  will  surrender  the  mailing  list  to  such  publisher,  we  to  be 
paid  for  the  same  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon,  which  is  $7,000.  It  is  un- 
derstood in  this  event  that  three  months'  notice  will  be  given  us.  We  will 
reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  as  publishers  of  the  paper  after  giving  to 
the  Conferences  six  months'  notice  of  our  intention.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Conference  convened  at  2  :30  o'clock  p.  m.,  with  Bishop 
Mouzon  in  the  chair.  Hymn  208,  "I  love  thy  kingdom.  Lord," 
was  sung.  Psalm  84  was  read  responsively,  the  Bishop  leading. 
M.  P.  Carico  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Reports. — The  special  committee  on  the  Pruden-Centenary 
College  matter  made  report  through  Thomas  Priddy.  H.  E. 
Kelso  moved  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table,  which  motion  did 
not  prevail.     The  report  was  then  adopted,  as  follows : 

A  meeting  of  your  committee  on  the  Pruden-Centenary  matter  was 
held  in  Church  Street  Church,  Knoxville,  Friday,  December  16,  1921,  with 
the  following  members  present:  Thomas  Priddy,  F.  A.  Weiss,  F.  A. 
Carter,  G.  L.  Hardwick,  J.  S.  French  and  I.  P.  Martin.  James  A.  Stone 
was  unable  to  be  present. 

After   very   careful   consideration   of   the    matter   referred   to   us,   we 
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reached  unanimous  agreement  to  report  as  follows:  The  records  of  the 
session  of  1914  of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  held  at  Bristol,  Tenn.- 
Va.,  show  very  plainly  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Holston  Annual 
Conference  to  authorize  the  raising  of  the  sum  of  $13,000,  which  was  sup- 
posed to  be  the  balance  of  indebtedness  of  Centenary  College,  for  which 
no  provision  had  been  made.  This  appears  to  have  been  what  the  Con- 
ference meant  by  passing  a  resolution,  "assuming  the  thirteen  thousand 
dollars  ($13,000)  indebtedness  on  Centenary  College."  To  this  end  it  ap- 
pointed a  committee  composed  of  Rev.  Barney  Thompson,  then  President 
of  Centenary  College,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Pruden,  now  deceased.  We  have 
gone  carefully  over  the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  by 
Holston  Annual  Conference  in  session  at  Pulaski,  Va.,  on  (October  10, 
1917,  to  bring  in  recommendation  concerning  a  suit  in  Chancery  brought 
by  the  estate  of  Mr.  Thomas  Pruden,  deceased,  against  Holston  Confer- 
ence. On  Monday,  October  15,  this  committee  made  its  report,  which 
was  adopted  and  which  appears  in  the  Holston  Annual  for  1917  as  sup- 
plement "J." 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  above-named  report,  Dr.  J.  S.  French,  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Holston  Conference,  defended 
Holston  Conference  in  the  above-named  suit  in  Chancery  Court.  The  case 
was  decided  by  the  courts  of  Tennessee  in  favor  of  Holston  Conference. 

We  are  in  perfect  agreement  with  this  report  of  the  committee  and 
with  the  action  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  obedience 
to  its  instructions.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  committee  appointed 
to  raise  the  above-mentioned  $13,000  did  materially  depart  from  their  in- 
structions in  arranging  the  loan  of  $8,000  by  Mr.  Thomas  Pruden  to  Cen- 
tenary College;  and  that,  acting  without  the  scope  of  their  authority, 
they  did  not  in  law  or  equity  bind  the  Holston  Conference.  This  view  of 
the  case  was  confirmed  by  the  Chancery  Court  and  the  Appellate  Court 
in  the  case  referred  to  above. 

Nevertheless  we  believe  that  it  is  expedient  that  the  heirs  of  the  late 
Thomas  Pruden,  whose  untimely  death  left  this  matter  unsettled,  should 
be  satisfied.  And  in  order  that  Holston  Conference  may  assure  the  said 
heirs  of  its  high  esteem  for  Mr.  Thomas  Pruden,  and  for  the  generous 
spirit  in  which  he  came  to  the  aid  of  Centenary  College ;  and  furthermore, 
in  order  that  Holston  Conference  may  avoid  any  appearance  of  failing 
to  perform  its  promises : 

We  recommend  that  Holston  Conference  make  provision  to  pay  to  the 
estate  of  Thomas  Pruden,  deceased,  the  sum  of  $8,000.  We  have  commu- 
nicated with  the  executor  of  the  estate  of  Mr.  Thomas  Pruden,  deceased, 
and  he  has  submitted  the  following  proposition  (see  papers  attached)  for 
the  settlement  of  the  matter. 

We  recommend  that  this  proposition  be  accepted.  And  that  provision 
be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  said  $8,000.

Orphanage. — Through  Mr.  F.  A.  Carter,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Holston  Orphanage  made  report,  which  was  adopted, 
as  follows : 

At  the  last  Annual  Conference  the  Holston  Orphanage  Board  asked  the 
privilege  of  going  before  the  Church  to  ask   for  money  to   erect  a  new 
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building  at  the  Orphanage,  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  E.  E.  Wiley,  the  founder 
of  the  Orphanage,  who  gave  her  property  and  eighteen  years'  service  to 
the  establishing  of  the  Orphanage.  This  request  was  graciously  granted. 
The  results  of  that  campaign  was  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of  the 
Holston  Conference.  April  9,  1922,  was  designated  as  Holston  Orphanage 
Day,  and  the  Conference  was  asked  to  make  a  free-will  offering  of 
$100,000.  Without  quotas  or  any  semblance  of  drive,  after  a  thorough 
organization  had  been  perfected  with  the  loyal  support  of  presiding 
elders,  pastors  and  the  men  and  women  of  the  Church,  the  money  actually 
poured  in,  so  that  the  answer  to  our  appeal  was  pledges  to  the  amount  of 
$115,000,  with  $34,000  i)aid  to  this  date,  given  by  districts  as  follows:

The  next  payment  on  pledges  will  be  due  November  1,  and  we  expect 
the  same  ready  response  in  the  payment  of  these  pledges  as  before.  A 
magnificent  building  is  now  nearing  completion  that  will  take  care  of  200 
children,  and  we  will  not  find  it  necessary  to  turn  away  any  on  account  of 
lack  of  room.  This  building  will  be  dedicated  in  February,  at  the  time 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Conference,  which  convenes 
here  in  Bristol  next  February.  We  hope  to  have  Bishop  Mouzon  to  dedi- 
cate this  building,  and  we  invite  the  entire  Conference  and  Church  to  at- 
tend this  dedication,  which  will  be  a  great  day  in  Holston  Conference. 

I  wish,  as  Chairman  of  the  Campaign  Committee,  to  thank  every  one 
who  helped  in  this  great  work.  I  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  specially 
the  splendid  work  of  my  co-worker,  Frank  A.  Weiss,  treasurer  of  this 
campaign.  He  has  given  of  his  time  and  money  without  stint  during  the 
campaign,  and,  since  then,  he  has  had  personal  supervision  of  the  building, 
spending  one  or  more  days  of  each  week  at  the  Orphanage.  Without  his 
splendid  work  and  co-operation,  I  feel  this  campaign  would  not  have  been 
brought  to  such  a  successful  completion. 

We  ask  the  Conference  to  reappoint  as  directors  of  the  Orphanage 
Rev.  J.  A.  Burrow,  F.  A.  Carter,  F.  A.  Weiss,  P.  A.  Dunn,  F.  B.  St.  John. 
We  request  the  Bishop  to  appoint  Rev.  Eugene  Blake  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Orphanage.  We  ask  the  Conference  to  make  the  assessment  for  the 
Orphanage  this  Conference  year  $1,500.  We  also  ask  the  continued  in- 
terest, sympathy,  support  and  prayers  of  the  entire  Conference  and  Church 
for  the  Holston  Orphanage.

From  the  Cooper  and  Bluestone  charge,  in  the  Bluefield  District, 
take  Cooper,  Coaldale  and  Tug  and  add  to  Boissevain  in  the  Tazewell 
District,  thus  absorbing  the  Cooper  and  Bluestone  charge,  and  from 
Boissevain  discontinue  Abbs  Valley. 

To  the  Cedar  Bluff  Circuit  add  Hill  Creek. 

Take  Raven  from  Coaldan  and  add  to  Richlands. 

Take  Jewel  Ridge  from  Richlands,  and  Sayer's  School  House  and 
Elswich  School  House  from  Whitewood  and  add  to  Coaldan. 

Take  Bethany  and  Whitewood  from  Whitewood  and  add  to  Carbo. 

Take  Antioch  from  Whitewood  and  add  to  Buchanan,  thus  absorb- 
ing the  Whitewood  Mission. 

Take  Miles  Chapel  and  Davis  Chapel  from  Coaldan  and  add  to 
Carbo,  and  from  Carbo  discontinue  Cedar  Grove  and  Corners. 

To  Lebanon  add  Copper  Ridge  School  House. 

From  Honaker  take  Drill,  and  from  Council  take  Austin's  Chapel 
and  form  a  new  charge  to  be  called  Drill. 

From  Belfast  take  Swords  Creek  and  add  to  Honaker. 

Discontinue  Ball's  Chapel  from  the  Council  Mission  and  change  the 
name  to  Sandy  Ridge  Mission.

CONFERENCE  REPORTS 


BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 
Report  No.  1. 

We,  your  Board  of  Education,  after  having  given  careful  consideration 
to  the  present  stages  of  the  Christian  Education  Movement,  have  reached 
the  conviction  that  the  next  most  important  thing  to  be  done  is  to  gather 
the  harvest  of  the  work  which  has  been  done.  We  have  done  too  much 
work,  and  are  too  near  the  realization  of  our  hopes,  to  falter  or  fail. 

The  success  of  the  Movement  and  of  our  colleges  and  the  hope  of  a 
generation  of  Methodist  boys  and  girls  awaits  the  collection  of  the  pledges 
which  our  people  made  to  this  cause.  The  collection  of  these  pledges, 
made  by  nearly  15,000  Methodists  in  Holston  Conference,  will  require  the 
united,  harmonious  and  enthusiastic  service  "of  all  our  leaders,  including 
presiding  elders,  pastors,  lay  leaders  and  all  other  active  workers. 

We  record  with  gladness  the  fact  that  in  the  former  stages  of  the 
Movement  our  leaders  have  shown  their  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  Christian 
education ;  and  we  depend  confidently  upon  their  faithful  help  at  this  time. 
We  make  the  following  recommendations  for  your  consideration  and 
approval : 

1.  That  the  week  beginning  Sunday,  November  5,  be  set  apart  as  Pay- 
Up  Week  for  the  Christian  Education  Movement ;  and  that  we  use  all 
diligence  to  collect  all  payments  still  due  and  unpaid  on  the  first  year  and 
all  payments  falling  due  November  1,  1922. 

2.  That  beginning  Sunday,  October  15,  each  presiding  elder,  pastor, 
Sunday  School  superintendent,  or  other  person  holding  a  service  of  any 
kind,  make  a  brief  announcement  of  the  approach  of  Pay-Up  Week. 

3.  That  presiding  elders  and  pastors  see  that  there  is  a  live  and  active 
collector  in  each  church.  Where  changes  are  necessary  let  them  be  made. 
This  can  only  be  done  by  the  local  church  authorities. 

4.  That  each  pastor  have  a  personal  interview  with  each  of  the  col- 
lectors of  his  charge,  giving  counsel  and  encouragement  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  inspire  him  to  put  forth  his  best  efforts  to  collect  the  pledges. 

5.  That  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  be  organized  at  once  in 
each  church,  and  that  this  committee  be  used  in  assisting  the  collector  in 
making  the  collections. 

6.  That,  in  order  to  secure  the  immediate  selection  of  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Education  and  the  active  use  of  this  committee  by  the  col- 
lector, the  presiding  elders  take  the  matter  up  immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  present  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  that  they  ask  for 
report  on  the  matter  at  each  quarterly  conference. 

7.  That  it  would  be  well  to  use  the  presidents  and  professors  of  our 
colleges  in  the  services  of  the  weeks  from  October  15  to  November  12. 
Selected  groups  pi  students  could  also  be  used  as  well  as  the  alumni  of 
the  colleges. 

8.  That  on  Sunday,  November  5,  an  effort  be  made  by  the  church 
collector  and  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  to  see  every  sub- 
scriber and  ask  the  payment  of  what  is  due  on  his  pledge,  and  that  during 
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the  following  week  this  work  be  continued  until  it  is  completed.     When 
the  money  is  collected  it  should  be  sent  to  Dr.  I.  P.  Martin. 

9.  We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  of  our  colleges  are  in 
urgent  need  of  the  money  represented  by  the  pledges  due  at  this  time. 
But  we  think  it  proper  that  all  of  our  people  should  know  that  the  offer 
to  Emory  and  Henry  College  of  $75,000  by  the  General  Education  Board 
requires  that  we  raise  $225,000  for  Emory  and  Henry  College  before 
August  1,  1923. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Education,  in 
counsel  with  the  Bishop  and  presiding  elders,  prepare  such  a  plan  of  action 
as  will  deliver  the  whole  strength  of  Holston  Conference  in  meeting  the 
conditions  of  this  offer.

REPORT  No.  2. 

The  last  General  Conference  not  only  placed  emphasis  on  Religious 
Education  in  the  homes  of  our  people  and  in  all  our  own  academies,  col- 
leges, and  universities,  but  committed  the  church  to  the  advanced  position 
of  promoting  religious  education  in  every  department  of  the  public  school 
system  of  our  country  from  the  primary  grade  to  the  university.  In  obedi- 
ence to  this  General  Conference  action,  the  General  Board  of  Education 
in  its  report  to  the  Annual  Conferences  rightly  emphasizes  the  carrying 
out  of  this  important  movement.  Your  Board  most  heartily  endorses  this 
advanced  step  and  would  urge  our  pastors  to  take  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  to  introduce  courses  in  religious  education  in  tax-supported 
institutions. 

In  the  Life  Service  call  of  the  recent  Christian  Education  Movement 
more  than  five  thousand  of  our  young  people  responded.  Some  of  these 
noble  young  people  have  been  accepted  for  service,  but  many  more  are 
now  in  training  and  others  would  be  but  for  the  want  of  funds.  All  these 
untrained  recruits  should  be  encouraged  and  urged  to  secure  full  prepara- 
tion. Your  Board  therefore  recommends  that  our  pastors  bring  this  urgent 
need  to  the  organized  Bible  classes,  Epworth  Leagues,  and  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Societies ;  in  many  cases  we  believe  they  will  gladly  undertake  the 
education  of  many  of  these  volunteers. 

We  hereby  pledge  our  earnest  and  hearty  support  to  the  General  Board 
of  Education  in  its  plans  for  carrying  on  the  Christian  Education  Move- 
ment. 

We  recommend  the  appointment  of  Dr.  T.  J.  Eskridge  as  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Holston  Conference  to  the  Methodist 
Educational  Association  at  its  next  meeting. 

We  recommend  that  Dr.  I.  P.  Martin  be  continued  as  Secretary  of 
Education  for  the  ensuing  Conference  year.

Report  No.  3. 

Whereas,  the  last  General  Conference  provided  for  an  approved  insti- 
tute or  school  through  which  the  undergraduates  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence would  be  permitted  to  do  their  work  and  pass  their  examinations ; 
and, 

Whereas,  many  of  our  brethren,  both  lay  and  clerical,  including  our- 
selves, have  need  for  special  study  and  training  in  many  departments  ot 
church   work ;    and. 

Whereas,  there  is  no  such  school  easily  accessible  to  the  Holston  Con- 
ference prepared  to   furnish  such  special  instruction ;  and, 
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Whereas,  there  can  be  no  question  about  the  need  for  better  trained 
and  more  efficient  Christian  leadership  in  our  church  in  Holston,  both  lay 
and  clerical ;  and, 

Whereas,  we  have  at  Abingdon,  Va.,  at  Martha  Washington  College, 
and  at  Emory,  Va.,  ample  dormitory,  classroom,  and  auditorium  accom- 
modations ; 

Therefore,  your  Special  Committee  from  the  Board  of  Education, 
Board  of  Missions,  and  Sunday  School  Board  respectfully  recommend  to 
the  Holston  Annual  Conference  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

1.  There  shall  be  organized  and  conducted  either  at  Abingdon,  Va.,  or 
at  Emory,  Va.,  on  the  Martha  Washington  College  campus  or  the  Emory 
and  Henry  campus,  a  Training  School  for  Christian  Leaders,  with  the  end 
in  view  that  the  spiritual  life  of  our  preachers  and  laymen  may  be  deep- 
ened and  that  they  may  be  trained  for  more  efficient  leadership  and  service. 

2.  The  first  session  of  the  Training  School  for  Christian  Leaders  shall 
be  held  at  such  date  in  June  or  July  as  the  Board  of  Control  may  deter- 
mine, and  shall  continue  in  session  for  not  less  than  ten  days. 

3.  That  a  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  named  as  follows:  two  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Board  of  Education,  two  by  the  Board  of  Alissions,  two 
by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  and  two  by  the  presiding  elders — all  these 
to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  approved  by  the  Conference. 
To  these  shall  be  added  as  ex-officio  directors  the  president  of  the  college 
where  the  school  is  to  be  held,  and  the  Bishop  presiding  at  the  Conference. 

4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  full  charge  of  the  school,  includ- 
ing the  election  of  a  dean,  and  in  connection  with  the  dean  shall  select  the 
other  members  of  the  faculty.  The  dean,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  shall  be  the  directing  head  of  the  school. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  determine  the 
amount  necessar}-  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  school  and  to  divide  this 
amount  equally  between  the  Board  of  Education,  Sunday  School  Board, 
and  Board  of  Missions,  except  such  part  of  the  expenses  as  shall  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  general  boards  of  the  church. 

6.  Provision  for  the  maintenance  of  the  above  mentioned  school  for 
the  first  year  shall  be  as  follows :

Supplement  to  Report  No.  3. 

Whereas,  a  School  for  Special  Training  of  Christian  Workers  is  to  be 
established  at  Martha  Washington  College ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  undergraduates  of  the  Holston  Conference  be  ex- 
pected to  attend  this  school,  their  expenses,  except  board,  to  be  paid  out 
of  funds  appropriated  for  the  school,  and  take  their  course  of  stud}'  under 
the  following  regulations  and  restrictions : 

They  shall  be  required  to  attend  the  entire  session  of  the  school,  and 
shall  be  given  credit  for  work  in  the  Conference  course  of  study  if  they 
have  studied  the  book  or  books  concerned,  and  shall  have  made  before 
coming  to  the  training  school  a  written  analysis  of  the  book  or  books 
satisfactory  to  the  instructors.  This  study  should  preferably  have  been 
carried  on  under  the  direction  of  the  correspondence  school,  and  must  be 
followed  by  a  review  of  the  books  and  examination  given  in  the  training 
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school,   which   examination   shall   be   as  thorough   as   those   given  by  the 
correspondence  school,  and  the  passing  grade  shall  be  70  per  cent. 

Report  No.  4. 

We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  presidents  of  all  our  Conference  insti- 
tutions of  learning  take  a  hopeful  view  of  the  outlook  for  the  future. 
They  anticipate  a  larger  attendance  of  students  than  in  the  past.  We  re- 
joice in  this  continued  prosperity  and  we  call  upon  our  people  to  supply 
the  means  by  which  adequate  facilities  may  be  provided  for  the  ever- 
increasing  demands  that  are  made  upon  them. 

We  endorse  the  Mission  School  enterprise  in  Buchanan  County,  Vir- 
ginia, and  we  appoint  the  presiding  elder  of  the  Tazewell  District,  Chas.  R. 
Brown,  and  a  member  to  be  named  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
as  a  Board  of  Managers  for  this  school. 

We  have  elected  the  following  Board  of  Control  of  the  Training 
School  for  Christian  Leaders:  J.  N.  Hillman,  I.  P.  Martin,  L.  W.  Pierce, 
W.  S.  Hendricks,  J.  M.  Carter,  J.  R.  Brown,  J.  S.  French  and  T.  C. 
Schuler. 

We  appoint  F.  J.  Prettyman  and  F.  A.  Weiss  to  consider  the  practi- 
cability of  providing  for  an  adequate  ministry  for  the  Methodist  students 
of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  and  they  are  authorized  to  confer  with 
the  Boards  of  Education  of  the  Tennessee  and  Memphis  Conferences  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  their  co-operation  in  the  proposed  work. 

Following  are  the  educational  statistics :  Institutions,  4 ;  teachers,  53 ; 
students,  661 ;  endowment,  $125,675 ;  value  of  property,  $730,000. 

We  recommend  the  confirmation  of  trustees  as  follows: 

Hiwassee— J.  W.  Perry,  E.  A.  Shugart,  T.  W.  Peace,  A.  G.  McDonald, 
A.  M.  Johnson,  W.  T.  Roberts,  H.  M.  Winslow. 

Centenary — Fred  A.  Carter,  D.  Sullins  Stuart  and  N.  M.  Watson  to 
succeed  themselves. 

Emory  and  Henry — W.  M.  Morrell,  James  A.  Burrow,  James  A.  Stone, 
S.  D.  Long,  L  P.  Martin,  Geo.  E.  Penn,  Sr.,  and  E.  H.  Cassidy  to  succeed 
themselves;  E.  W.  Hale  in  place  of  E.  C.  Reeves,  resigned,  and  Otis 
Mouser  in  place  of  E.  F.  Kahle,  resigned. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  appointed  to  school  work :  H.  M. 
Houston,  professor  in  Emory  and  Henry  College;  John  C.  Orr,  teacher 
of  the  Bible  in  Emory  and  Henry  and  Martha  Washington  Colleges;  J.  E. 
Lowry,  president  of  Hiwassee  College ;  J.  W.  Malone,  president  of  Cen- 
tenary College;  F.  K.  Suddath,  principal  of  Oceania  High  School;  R.  L. 
Wright  and  W.  B.  Peck,  students  at  Hiwassee  College ;  Chas.  H.  Wil- 
liams, student  at  Emory  University;  H.  S.  Carter,  student  at  Garrett 
Bible  Institute ;  Jesse  A.  Anderson,  student  at  Southern  Methodist  Uni- 
versity, and  Claude  Thomas  Miller,  student  at  Emory  and  Henry  College. 

We  recommend  the  observance  of  Go-to-College  Day,  and  refer  the 
matter  to  a  committee  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  educa- 
tion and  the  presidents   of  the   several  colleges.

SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

The  social  conditions  of  our  land,  pressing  upon  us  with  ever-increasing 
force,  demand  that  the  Church  of  Christ  should  raise  a  standard  of  life, 
and  project  itself  upon  the  social  order  with  such  spiritual  authority  as 
that  the  world  may  be  brought  back  to  sane  and  normal  and  Godly  living. 
The  cry  comes  to  us  from  every  direction  for  relief  from  overwrought 
nerves  and  low-flung  ethical  ideals ;  and  the  settled  conviction  of  the 
leaders  of  the  people  is  more  than  ever  that  the  church  alone  can  elevate 
and  refine  and  save  the  social  order. 

Whatever  the  cause  or  causes,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  we 
are  facing  social  customs  and  far-reaching  social  tendencies  that  give 
alarm  to  all  right-thinking  men.  Even  in  this  age,  dominated  by  the  sci- 
entific spirit,  there  is  no  hope  for  the  betterment  of  the  world  by  the  slow 
and  uncertain  evolutionary  process.  It  may  safely  be  said  that  the  univer- 
sal hope  of  better  social  conditions  arise  from  the  right  use  of  these, 
spiritual  forces  which  are  alone  at  the  command  of  the  church.  Our  civili- 
zation issuing  in  this  vast  spiritual  empire  of  the  western  world  had  its 
foundation  in  the  religious  and  ethical  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  any  departure  from  these  essential  and  age-lasting  principles 
inevitably   work    for   the   disintegration   of   our   social   order. 

The  social  service  which  the  church  is  enabled  to  render  to  the  general 
public  has  its  ultimate  foundation  in  the  soundness  of  the  doctrinal  stand- 
ards of  the  church.  From  these  standards  arise  the  ideals  of  the  nation. 
We  preach  in  our  pulpits  the  philosophy  of  life  which  inevitably  gives 
direction,  shapes  the  form,  and  creates  the  habits  of  the  people.  In  its 
last  analysis,  perhaps,  the  greatest  crying  need  of  the  social  order  is  sound- 
ness of  Scriptural  doctrine  in  the  pulpits  of  the  land.  As  we  preach,  the 
people  think  and  live  and  act.  There  is  a  vital  connection  between  the 
pulpit  and  all  the  forms  of  social  life. 

Next,  the  social  service  which  we  may  be  able  to  render  is  the  product 
of  the  evangelistic  zeal  of  the  church.     Just  as  we  feel  the  sad  tragedy 
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of  the  world  about  us,  and  the  call  to  lift  the  burdens  of  life,  shall  we  suc- 
cessfully deal  with  these  problems.  It  is  useless  to  seek  to  enumerate  all 
the  tendencies  of  our  day  that  call  for  relief  and  reform.  Whatever  may 
be  our  needs  the  answer  should  be  found  in  our  Gospel.  Human  suffering, 
injustice,  the  inhumanity  of  man  to  man  have  their  just  appeal  to  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ.  If  there  are  still  found  men  stripped  and  robbed 
on  the  road  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  it  is  still  our  mission  to  bind  up 
the  wounds,  and  to  relieve  the  necessities  of  these  cases  by  the  roadside. 
But  after  all  of  these  years  of  experimentation  with  the  Christian  prin- 
ciple of  life,  the  question  arises,  is  it  not  time  to  rid  this  road  of  its 
robbers?     So  we  face  the  practical  problems  of  social  service  of  our  day. 

Shall  we  not  go  forward  with  the  authority  of  our  Gospel  and  with 
the  passion  of  a  new-born  evangelistic  zeal  to  demand  that  the  path  of 
our  children  and  young  people  shall  be  cleared  of  these  evils  which  lure 
them  to  dissipation  and  vice ;  that  the  mass  of  laborers  shall  receive  the 
recognition  and  compensation  which  is  due  in  a  Christian  civilization,  and 
that  wealth  and  luxury  shall  pay  the  price  of  its  existence  by  its  conse- 
cration to  the  public  good?  Only  as  we  catch  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  and 
apply  its  principle  to  the  social  order  may  we  expect  to  see  the  world  ap- 
proaching to  that  universal  stability  and  happiness  which  will  command 
the  whole  world's  submission  to  the  will  of  Him  who  came  "not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister." 

In  conformity  with  the  action  of  our  last  General  Conference,  we 
recommend  that  Rev.  E.  E.  Wiley  and  Mr.  Creed  F.  Bates  be  appointed  to 
represent  the  Holston  Conference  in  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  of  the  United 
States,  and  we  recommend  this  organization  to  the  sympathetic  and  liberal 
consideration  of  our  people. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  again  calling  attention  of  our 
people  to  the  most  menacing  efforts  which  will  be  made  to  overcome  the 
provisions  of  the  18th  Amendment  to  our  National  Constitution.  Another 
battle  is  upon  us  with  the  sordid  and  selfish  enemies  of  temperance.  Per- 
haps our  bitterest  and  most  decisive  battle  is  yet  to  be  fought  and  won. 
Eternal  vigilance  will  be  the  price  of  our  victory.  Let  us  not  sleep  while 
the  final  test  of  our  Christian  civilization  is  on.  We  have  a  right  to  an- 
swer the  desperate  challenge  of  the  liquor  interests  of  America,  so  long 
entrenched  in  the  social  and  political  habits  of  the  people  and  backed  by 
untold  wealth,  with  the  united  and  unanimous  voice  and  vote  and  effort 
of  our  church.

LAY  ACTIVITIES 
We  beg  to  report: 

L  The  election  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Avent  as  Conference  Lay  Leader  for 
the  year  1922-23. 

2.  We,  the  lay  members  of  the  Holston  Conference,  wish  to  express 
our  loyalty  to  our  Church,  and  we  pledge  our  support  to  all  her  undertak- 
ings; we  rejoice  in  the  measure  of  success  she  has  achieved,  are  proud  of 
her  good  history,  and  pray  for  the  continuance  of  God's  favor  upon  us 
as  a  Church. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  organization  of  all  Boards  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties and  all  Lay  Committees  in  local  churches  be  perfected  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  that  the  Lay  Leaders  of  each  church  secure  as  early 
as  possible  from  the  Department  at  Nashville  the  manual  prepared  by  the 
Committee  on  Lay  Activities. 
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4.  We  recommend  that  the  lay  delegates,  lay  members  o£  boards,  and 
visiting  lay  members  at  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  continue 
the  annual  meetings  of  this  organization,  and  present  a  program  of  Lay 
Activities. 

5.  We  recommend  and  urge  that  a  strong  program  be  carried  out  at 
each  District  Conference,  at  which  time  the  District  Lay  Leaders  shall 
secure  the  attendance  of  his  two  associate  District  Lay  Leaders,  all  of 
these,  and  the  Presiding  Elder,  being  members  of  the  District  Board  of 
Lay  Activities. 

6.  We  recommend  and  urge  that  the  District  Board  of  Lay  Activities 
provide  for  the  use  of  lay  speakers  to  conduct  services  in  pulpits  when 
pastors  must  be  absent,  this  arrangement  to  be  perfected  by  the  Presiding 
Elder  and  the  District  Lay  Leader  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Committee 
of  Lay  Speakers  in  charge  on  the  other  hand;  that  through  and  under 
the  Committee  on  Evangelism  a  group  of  men  and  women  be  organized 
for  personal  work  in  each  church,  whether  upon  circuit  or  in  station.  The 
chief  object  of  all  this  is  to  lead  unsaved  men  and  women  to  an  accept- 
ance of  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  and  to  enlist  them  and  all  church 
members  in  Christian  activities,  such  as  church  attendance.  Christian  con- 
duct and  influence,  the  family  altar  in  the  home,  the  daily  reading  of  the 
Bible,  etc.  This  group  organization  shall  be  planned  by  the  Lay  Activi- 
ties Board  of  this  Annual  Conference. 

7.  We  further  recommend  and  urge  that  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities 
in  each  local  church  co-operate  with  the  stewards  in  making  every  member 
canvass  at  the  beginning  of  each  Conference  year. 

8.  We  recommend  that  this  Annual  Conference  place  an  assessment 
of  $1,000  to  cover  the  expense  incident  to  the  work,  and  such  meetings 
of  the  Conference  and  District  Lay  Leaders  as  might  be  held^  the  fund 
to  be  disbursed  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities. 

9.  We  beg  leave  to  read  into  this  resolution  our  affirmance  of  the 
pronouncement  of  the  General  Conference  concerning  our  belief,  faith  in, 
and  our  loyalty  to  the  early  and  fundamental  teachings  of  our  Church. 

10.  We  recommend  that,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  activities,  this 
organization  put  forth  its  major  activities  during  the  ensuing  year  to 
achieve  the  following  results  : 

(a)  To  secure  payments  in  full  of  all  assessments  of  each  local  church. 

(b)  To  secure  full  payments  of  the  pledges  made  to  the  Centenary 
Movement,  Christian  Education  Movement,  and  the  pledges  to  the  Hol- 
ston  Orphanage  Fund. 

(c)  To  lead  our  people  into  larger  liberality  through  the  application  to 
their  lives  of  the  Bible  standard  of  giving,  and  into  deeper  conviction  and 
appreciation  of  the  Christian  truth  of  the  stewardship  of  life  and  of 
property,  and  into  a  broader,  richer  fellowship  of  service  in  and  for  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

11.  We  urge  all  laymen  of  our  Church  to  attend  the  Lay  Activities 
Institute  at  Lake  Junaluska  during  the  summer  of  1923. 

12.  We  are  especially  concerned  for  the  ministers  who  bear  the  burden 
and  discharge  their  duties  faithfully,  oftentimes  under  great  difficulty.  It 
is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  this  body  that  some  reasonable  protection 
be  provided  for  the  families  of  our  ministers  who  are  removed  by  death; 
and,  to  the  end  that  a  plan  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  each  individual 
case  may  be  more  satisfactorily  worked  out,  we  recommend  that  the 
committee  heretofore  appointed  for  that  purpose  be  continued  another 
year,  and  that  through  said  committee  a  referendum  be  had  to  the  Board 
of  Stewards  of  every  congregation  in  this  Conference;  such  boards  will 
report  to  said  committee,  within  the  year,  the  sentiment  of  the  membership 
represented  by  them  on  the  question  of  providing  some  form  of  protection 
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as  suggested  above,  which  reports  will  be  acted  upon  at  the  meeting  of  the 
laymen  at  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

13.  We  again  place  ourselves  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the  per- 
centage basis  for  fixing  a  presiding  elder's  salary,  and  respectfully  suggest 
to  the  district  stewards  of  the  several  districts  that,  if  not  already  done, 
an  adequate  fixed  salary  should  be  provided  for  the  presiding  elder.

BIBLE  REPORT. 

The  word  Bible  means  book,  and  originally  included  all  books ;  but 
gradually  the  Word  of  God  won  its  way  to  the  front  and  absorbed  the 
claims  of  all  other  printed  matter.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  it  is  the 
Book  of  all  books,  and  worthily  bears  the  name  of  Bible. 

So  marvelous  has  been  the  growth  in  the  circulation  of  this  wonderful 
Book  and  the  acceptance  of  its  priceless  doctrines  that  at  an  early  date 
we  trust  it  will  have  compassed  the  earth. 

We  would  encourage  those  who  seem  to  fear  that  infidelity,  mate- 
rialism and  evolution  will  uproot  the  tree  of  life.  They  are  in  fear 
where  there  is  no  fear;  the  foundation  standeth  sure.  But  we  do  recom- 
mend that  those  trembling  ones  study  more  prayerfully  their  Bibles  and 
double  their  efforts  to  practice  more  carefully  the  "Holy  Commandments." 
Your  committee  looks  upon  all  these  modern  disturbances  as  nothing 
more  than  the  expiring  groans  of  sin  and  unbelief. 

We  are  aware  that  for  money  these  days  there  are  many  demands ; 
one  may  not  be  able  to  answer  every  call ;  but  the  American  Bible  Society 
should  receive  respectful  attention ;  and  we  call  on  our  people  to  interest 
themselves  in  the  buying  of  Bible  Bonds.  They  are  as  safe  as  those  of 
the  Federal  Government,  and  will  greatly  aid  in  the  circulation  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

Our  treasurer,  Mr.  J.  V.  Holdam,  of  the  Chattanooga  Savings  Bank, 
reports  up  to  date  $1,557  collected  by  Holston's  pastors,  and  there  is  a 
balance  also  of  $213.24  yet  to  our  credit.  This  is  reserved  for  use  in  the 
Conference,  especially  for  those  of  foreign  birth.  The  figure  reported 
above,  $1,557,   leaves  a  shortage  of  $243. 

We  recommend  that  $1,800  be  levied  next  year  and  that  the  same  be 
apportioned  among  the  districts  as  it  was  this  year.

CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  would  call  attention  to  the  following 
facts : 

The  year  has  witnessed  the  undertaking  and  the  completion  of  many 
handsome  buildings.  The  church  in  which  our  Conference  is  being  held 
will  stand  as  a  monument  to  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  people  and 
pastor. 

We  endorse  and  commend  the  efficient  service  being  rendered  the 
Southern  Methodist  Church  by  the  architect,  Dr.  J.  A.  Baylor.    We  recom- 
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mend  that  wherever  our  people  are  anticipating  building  they  either  se- 
cure plans  from  the  Architectural  Department  at  Louisville  or  submit  plans 
secured  elsewhere  to  Dr.  Baylor  for  his  approval.  We  would  discourage 
rash  promises  on  part  of  preachers  to  their  congregations  to  secure  large 
donations  and  loans  without  consultation  with  the  board,  thereby  often 
embarrassing  both  the  board  and  the  congregations. 

Applications   for  aid  to  the  Conference  Board  this  year  amounted  to 
more  than  $10,000,  while  we  have  only  $5,000  for  appropriation.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

The  Sunday  School  year  just  closing  has  been — in  our  Conference  and 
throughout  the  entire  church — the  best  year  in  the  history'  of  Sunday 
School  work,  for  which  we  return  thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 
Much  of  the  gain  is  of  such  nature  as  could  be  tabulated  in  figures.  Much 
of  it  is  of  such  nature  that  figures  will  not  tell  it.  The  broader  vision  of 
the  past,  the  clear  understanding  of  the  equipment  needed  and  of  the  bet- 
ter trained  leadership  needed,  cannot  be  told  in  figures,  but  are  not  the 
little  things  in  the  work  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  enrolled  in  standard  training  schools, 
teacher  training  classes  and  as  individual  students  a  total  of  843.  Of 
these  322  received  certificates,  incomplete  diplomas  or  complete  diplomas. 
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Among  this  number  are  to  be  found  a  goodly  percentage  of  pastors.  The 
work  evidenced  by  these  figures  not  only  places  our  Conference  near  the 
head  of  the  list  of  Conferences,  but  is  an  inspiring  prophecy  for  the  bet- 
ter day. 

The  new  Sunday  School  legislation  opens  to  us  a  larger  field  of  oppor- 
tunity and  responsibility,  not  only  in  the  improvement  of  the  Sunday 
School,  but  by  widening  the  scope  of  religious  education  in  the  local 
church,  including  vacation  Bible  Schools  and  other  week-day  religious  ac- 
tivities. We  beg  of  our  pastors  that  they  promote  vacation  Bible  Schools 
and  that,  wherever  State  Boards  of  Education  have  made  it  possible  and 
local  conditions  will  allow,  they  co-operate  with  the  principals  of  high 
schools  in  getting  our  Methodist  young  people  to  take  the  Bible  as  an 
elective  unit  in  their  high  school  course. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  most  of  our  schools  are  promptly  paying  their 
pledges  to  the  Centenary  Fund,  and  that  this  is  especially  true  in  those 
schools  where  the  Missionary  Committee  is  putting  on  regular  monthly 
missionary  programs.  We  urge  that  in  each  school  this  committee  make 
good  proof  of  its  ministry.  We  also  believe  that  the  Missionary  Special 
is  a  means  of  increasing  interest  in  missions,  and  suggest  that  schools 
which  have  not  asked,  or  been  assigned,  specials,  seek  to  secure  for  them- 
selves some  special  mission  to  which  they  give  both  money  and  prayer, 
and  from  which  there  shall  come  to  them  reports. 

Your  Board  proposes  to  promote  again,  as  it  did  the  past  year,  circuit 
and  group  training  schools,  using  volunteer  pastors  and  others  as  teachers, 
and  asks  that  pastors  and  presiding  elders  give  every  assistance  possible 
to  this  work. 

Your  Board  stands  ready  to  promote  the  organization  and  development 
of  new  Sunday  Schools,  and  to  assist  needy  schools  in  securing  proper 
literature  and  supplies,  but  in  order  to  protect  the  limited  funds  which  it 
has  at  its  disposal  it  has  found  it  necessary  to  require  all  schools  seeking 
aid  from  the  Board  to  use  an  application  blank  furnished  by  the  Board 
through  its  executive  secretary.  Rev.  S.  S.  Boyer,  whose  address  is  Lenoir 
City,  Tenn.  Also  to  announce  that  no  bills  will  be  paid  by  the  Board  for 
literature  or  supplies  that  have  not  been  endorsed  or  approved  by  the 
same  executive  secretary. 

We  again  advise  our  Sunday  Schools  not  to  make  contributions  to 
other  than  local  causes,  except  such  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Sunday 
School  Boards,  General  or  Conference.  In  this  connection,  we  recommend 
that  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Conference  give  again  this  year  their 
Christmas  offerings  to  the  Near  East  Relief  Fund,  and  that  they  send 
it  to  their  State  Treasurer  of  this  fund,  asking  for  a  receipt  showing  that 
it  was  contributed  by  the  Methodist  Sunday  School. 

We  have  entered  on  equal  basis  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Mission  Board  in  the  plans  for  a  training  school  for  Christian  leaders,  and 
have  nominated  L.  W.  Pierce  and  W.  S.  Hendricks  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Your  Board  has  appointed  a  committee  to  consult  with  the  leaders  ot 
the  different  state  councils  of  religious  education,  the  representatives  of 
the  other  Southern  Methodist  Conferences  within  these  states,  and  the 
representatives  of  other  Protestant  bodies  within  the  states,  and  to  report 
their  findings  to  the  next  session  of  this  Conference,  in  order  that  it  may 
determine  the  desirability  of  entering  officially  the  State  Councils  of  Re- 
ligious Education  in  the  state  wherein  we  work.  Until  such  time  as  the 
Conference  shall  take  action  our  people  are  at  liberty  to  give  material  and 
personal  assistance  to  the  state  councils,  but  can  have  no  official  denomi- 
national relation. 

We  have  elected  Rev.  J.  C.  Orr,  Rev.  S.  S.  Boyer  and  R.  E.  Lazenby 
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as  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Religious  Education,  and  J.  W. 
Arnold,  S.  S.  Boyer  and  J.  F.  Holbert  as  members  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Architecture. 

We  commend  the  work  of  our  Executive  Secretary,  Rev.  S.  S.  Boyer, 
and  respectfully  ask  Bishop  Mouzon  to  reappoint  him  to  this  work. 

We  believe  that  the  observ^ance  of  Sunday  School  Day  is  not  only  nec- 
essary to  the  existence  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  but  that  it  is  also  a 
means  of  great  improvement  to  the  local  schools.  We,  therefore,  urge  its 
observance  in  all  our  schools.

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EPWORTH  LEAGUE  BOARD. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been,  according  to  the  reports  of  the  presiding 
elders  and  pastors,  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Epworth  Leagues  in  Hol- 
ston  Conference.  There  has  been  a  substantial  gain  both  in  chapters  or- 
ganized and  in  membership. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  zeal  of  most  of  the  presiding  elders  in  their 
efforts  to  increase  the  work  of  the  Epworth  League  in  their  respective 
districts.  We  especially  call  attention  to  the  work  done  in  the  Big  Stone 
Gap,  Morristown,  Knoxville,  Cleveland,  Chattanooga  and  Abingdon  Dis- 
tricts. We  appreciate  what  has  been  done  in  all  the  districts.  We  do  not 
intend  to  make  distinctions,  but  we  do  urge  co-operation. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  having  the  best  work  done  in  the  next  four 
years  that  we  have  ever  had.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
presiding  elders  for  their  selection  of  the  new  quadrennial  board.  Two 
years  ago  we  decided  to  change  our  plans  of  work  and  we  changed  from 
the  Conference  plan  to  the  Assembly  plan.  We  closed  our  second  Annual 
Assembly  last  June  at  Martha  Washington  College,  Abingdon,  Va.  The 
attendance  increased  almost  one  hundred  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
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With  the  exception  of  one  class,  we  had  one  hundred  per  cent  attendance 
on  classes  and  platform  hours.  We  had  as  a  result  of  this  assembly  the 
following  visible  results:  25  definite  Life  Service  Volunteers,  8  conver- 
sions, 12  reclamations,  and  30  others  who  consecrated  themselves  to  the 
service  of  the  Master.  We  hope  this  will  finally  result  in  definite  life 
decisions. 

We  are  asking  all  presiding  elders  and  pastors  as  well  as  the  laymen 
of  the  Conference  to  help  us  in  our  endeavor  to  bring  the  young  life  of 
our  Conference  closer  to  Jesus  Christ  and  his  service.

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COMMISSION  ON  BUDGET. 

Your  Commission  on  Budget  has  taken  into  account  the  askings  of  the 
several  boards,  and  the  items  submitted  to  it  by  the  Conference,  and  has 
allotted  such  sums  as  in  its  judgment  should  be  assessed  for  the  several 
interests  involved. 

We  regret  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  grant  the  entire  amount  asked. 
All  are  important ;  some  are  urgent.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  how- 
ever, that  this  year,  being  the  beginning  of  a  quadrennium,  brings  to  us 
an  increase  of  considerable  size  from  the  General  Budget  Commission. 
This  increase  approximates  $13,000.  In  addition  to  this,  we  are  directed 
by  the  Discipline  to  include  in  the  list  of  Conference  assessments  the  item 
of  Church  Extension,  which  heretofore  has  been  included  in  the  General 
Assessment.  All  told,  the  increase  for  the  present  year  totals  $20,032. 
The  several  causes,  with  their  assessed  amounts,  are  as  follows :

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BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  regards  itself  as  the  servant  of  the  Holston 
Annual  Conference,  not  in  any  sense  of  slavish  obedience,  but  in  the  re- 
lation of  brotherly  ministry.  Its  acts  are  in  conformity  with  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  the  laws  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  enacted  by 
vote  of  the  General  Conferences,  and  such  other  laws  and  resolutions 
based  upon  these  which  it  has  made  to  expedite  its  work.  The  Board  is 
composed  of  preachers  and  laymen  nominated  by  the  Cabinet  and  elected 
by  the  Annual  Conference.  With  due  regard  to  law,  and  with  brotherly 
solicitude  for  all  interests  involved,  it  has  constantly  sought  to  serve  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Master. 

Looking  back  over  the  quadrennium  now  ending  and  remembering  the 
confidence  of  the  brethren,  we  express  our  profound  gratitude  for  your 
loyal  support  and  your  Christian  spirit  in  interpreting  our  acts.  These 
have  been  years  of  reconstruction  and  readjustment  because  of  the  many 
changes  which  have  occurred.  Naturally,  we  have  had  problems  before  us 
which  other  quadrenniums  have  not.  To  the  best  of  our  ability  we  have 
tried  to  solve  them.  We  stand  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  quadrennium, 
and,  while  the  personnel  of  the  Board  has  been  somewhat  changed,  let  us 
remember  that  it  is  the  same  Board  of  Missions,  old  in  service,  set  to  do 
the  same  class  of  work  and  sustaining  the  same  relation  to  the  Annual 
Conference.  As  it  faces  the  obligations  of  the  next  four  years  it  covets 
and  expects  to  receive  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  preachers  and  tht.- 
laymen. 

We  rejoice  in  the  splendid  missionary  spirit  evidenced  at  home  and 
abroad  by  our  church.  We  read  of  awakening  zeal  and  increased  efforts, 
with  the  happy  thought  that  men  are  not  only  praying  but  working  and 
giving  that  great  ends  may  be  reached  in  our  generation  by  the  church. 
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We  realize  as  never  before  that  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  is  the 
only  salvation  for  the  times  in  which  we  live.  To  the  end  that  every 
church  may  have  a  part  in  heralding  our  Christ  through  the  Centenary 
and  regular  benevolent  collections,  we  recommend  that  Sunday  Schools, 
Epworth  Leagues,  Missionary  Societies,  and  other  church  organizations 
adopt   Missionary   Specials. 

The  records  of  our  Conference  Board  show  a  decided  advancement 
over  all  other  quadrenniums,  in  certain  respects.  More  mission  charges 
have  become  self-sustaining  units,  and  larger  average  appropriations  have 
been  made  to  individual  mission  charges.  Results  in  additions  to  the 
church,  in  conversions,  and  in  the  general  development  of  Christian  con- 
science under  Methodist  influence  have  been  very  commendable.  Brethren, 
let  all  mission  charges  remember  that  the  charges  which  have  become  self- 
sustaining  have  themselves  also  become  creators  of  the  missionary  idea. 
As  the  boy  who  was  sustained  for  a  while  by  an  older  brother  afterwards 
joined  hands  with  that  brother  to  help  still  younger  and  weaker  children 
of  the  same  family,  so  have  these  mission  charges  become  self-sustaining 
and  helpful  units.  It  is  a  work  well  worth  our  time,  money  and  talents. 
The  Board  of  Missions  expects  all  its  charges  to  use  every  effort  to  cul- 
tivate an  ambition  to  become  self-sustaining.  As  soon  as  possible  the 
Board  should  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  appropriations  to 
charges  which  have  the  ability  to  become  self-supporting. 

The  total  pledged  by  the  Holston  Conference  to  the  Missionary  Cen- 
tenary Fund  was  $L266,053.31 ;  the  total  paid  to  date  is  $509,094.98.  We 
are  grateful  for  the  amount  already  collected,  and  especially  for  that  per 
cent  of  it  which  the  Board  is  allowed  to  distribute  in  its  particular  work. 
We  have  no  other  expectation  than  that  the  entire  amount  will  be  col- 
lected.     We   certainly  need   it ;    let's   get  it. 

Again  we  affirm  that  the  outstanding  result  of  the  Centenary  is  not 
the  money  promised  or  secured.  The  most  abiding  influence  of  the  Cen- 
tenary movement  is  in  the  more  liberal  mind  and  the  deeper  spiritual  con- 
secration of  the  manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  members  and  adherents. 
Never  again  can  we  be  satisfied  to  walk  the  obscure  ways  of  the  valley. 
We  are  on  the  mountain  sides.  We  have  not  scaled  the  summits,  but  we 
thank  God  for  the  heights  we  have  reached,  and,  with  increasing  courage, 
we  press  onward  and  upward. 

When  we  have  acknowledged  with  appreciation  the  splendid  service  of 
our  presiding  elders,  preachers,  laymen  and  women  in  the  success  of  the 
Centenary,  we  still  owe  a  special  word  of  recognition  to  our  brother.  Rev. 
J.  M.  Carter,  for  the  work  he  has  done  as  Field  Secretary.  Not  only  has 
he  assisted  in  perfecting  plans  of  our  campaign  and  in  making  collections, 
but  by  his  personal  contact  with  men  and  churches  from  the  least  to  the 
greatest,  and  by  his  addresses  of  instruction  and  inspiration  he  has  clarified 
minds  and  built  morale.  The  pastors  have  received  larger  appropriations 
on  mission  charges  than  would  have  been  possible  for  us  to  make  without 
his  aid.  The  Board  of  Missions  continues  to  believe  that  the  money  spent 
in  this  work  was  wisely  invested. 

We  rejoice  in  the  gratifying  results  of  our  evangelistic  efforts  for  the 
past  quadrennium,  and  heartily  endorse  the  program  of  our  church  for 
the  present  quadrennium.  The  goal  of  one  million  additions  to  the  church 
for  the  quadrennium  is  not  an  unreasonable  expectation.  In  truth,  our 
part  of  it  is  below  results  realized  during  the  past  quadrennium.  Let  our 
allotment  of  30,000  for  Holston  be  understood  to  be  a  net  increase.  We 
hope  that  the  revival  method,  formerly  known  as  the  Centenary  Plan,  will 
come  into  general  favor  and  use.  We  nominate  French  Wampler,  J.  R. 
Brown,  and  Henry  Gilmore  Committee  on  Evangelism.  We  name  J.  M. 
Carter,  C.  K.  Wingo,  and  E.  R.  Boyd  as  representatives  on  the  Commission 
for  the  Triangular  Mountain  School.

SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

The  Sabbath  day,  or  the  Lord's  day,  we  believe  to  be  God's  gift  to  man 
to  be  used  by  him  as  a  day  of  rest  from  physical  labor,  and  as  an  oppor- 
tunity to  worship  God  and  to  secure  spiritual  power  and  influence.  This 
privilege  should  not  be  overlooked  nor  thought  light  of.  We  feel  that  all 
men  who  recognize  and  believe  in  the  Fourth  Commandment  are  willing 
to  endorse  and  comply  fully  with  its  requirements.  The  command  to  work 
six  days  is  as  emphatic  as  the  command  to  do  no  work  on  the  Lord's  day. 
It  ought  to  pain  our  hearts  as  we  look  upon  open  violation  of  this  sacred 
commandment. 
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The  open  desecration  of  the  Holy  Sabbath  must  and  ought  to  bring 
sorrow  upon  us.  If  this  is  to  continue,  then  the  safety  of  our  national  and 
community  life  is  in  very  great  danger.  An  open,  shameless  disregard  of 
this  fundamental  law  of  God  will  sooner  or  later  bring  disregard  for  all 
law — and  that  is  even  now  upon  us.  Christian  men  must  show  by  life  and 
example  that  they  stand  for  the  observance  and  enforcement  of  our  Sab- 
bath laws  as  well  as  all  other  laws.  The  open  grocery  store,  the  open  shoe- 
stand,  open  drink-stand  and  open  filling-station  cannot  be  said  to  be  a 
necessity.  The  right  use  of  the  automobile  is  to  be  commended,  but  its 
misuse  is  to  be  condemned. 

Therefore,  we  urge  that  all  men,  both  ministers  and  laymen,  stand 
four  square  against  all  desecration  and  commercial  use  of  our  Holy  Sab- 
bath day.

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MEMOIRS 


DAVID  Mccracken 

The  subject  of  this  sketch,  Rev.  David  McCracken,  was  horn  in 
Washington  County,  Virginia,  October  14,  1855,  and  died  at  his  home, 
near  Clinton,  Tenn.,  February  4,  1922,  of  that  dreaded  disease — pneu- 
monia. He  was  just  a  little  past  66  years  of  age.  He  was  twice  mar- 
ried, first  to  Miss  Virginia  Harriett  Stover,  of  Russell  County,  Virginia, 
in  October,  1887.  Some  years  after  her  death  he  married  Miss  Tabitha 
Russell,  of  Scott  County,  Virginia,  November  30,  1910,  with  whom  he 
lived  quietly  until  death  took  him.  He  joined  the  Holston  Conference 
in  October,  1879,  at  Abingdon,  Va.,  and  remained  in  it  all  these  forty- 
three  years.  There  was  no  more  self-sacrificing  and  laborious  man 
among  us.  During  his  long  and  active  service  he  traveled  the  follow- 
ing charges:  1879,  Riceville  Circuit;  1880,  in  Hiwassee  College;  1881, 
Trenton  Circuit,  Georgia;  1883,  Highlands  Mission,  North  Carolina; 
1884,  Ducktown,  Tenn.;  1885,  Lookout  Mountain,  Tenn.;  1886,  East 
Tazewell  Circuit,  Virginia;  1887,  Concord  Circuit,  West  Virginia;  1890, 
Maybeury  Circuit,  West  Virginia;  1891,  New  Garden  Circuit,  Virginia; 
1892,  Nicklesville  Circuit,  Virginia;  1895,  East  Stone  Gap,  Va.;  1896, 
Athens  Circuit,  Tennessee;  1897,  Grassy  Cove  Circuit,  Tennessee; 
1898,  Stony  Point  Circuit,  Tennessee;  1900,  Kingston  Circuit,  Tennessee; 
1901,  Sequatchie  Circuit,  Tennessee;  1903,  Hawkins  Circuit,  Tennessee; 
1905,  East  Park,  Johnson  City,  Tenn.;  1906,  Surgoinsville  Circuit, 
Tennessee;  1908,  Norton  Circuit,  Virginia,  his  last  pastorate.  In  1909 
he  was  placed  on  the  supernumerary  list,  where  he  remained  until,  two 
or  three  years  ago,  he  was  placed  on  the  superannuate  list,  where 
death  found  him.  At  his  request  his  funeral  services  were  conducted 
by  the  writer,  assisted  by  Rev.  H.  B.  Vaught,  a  former  pastor,  and 
Dr.  J.  W.  Perry,  his  presiding  elder.  His  funeral  services  were  hela 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Clinton,  and  his  body  laid 
to  rest  in  the  Clinton  cemetery  to  await  the  resurrection  morn.  The 
writer  and  David  McCracken  were  school  boy  friends  in  Castlewood, 
Russell  County,  Virginia,  and  this  friendship  was  unbroken  for  forty- 
six  long  years.

JOHN  N.  HOBBS 


John  N.  Hobbs  was  born  in  Hamblen  County,  Tennessee,  January 
14,  1885,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Morristown,  September  23,  1922,  aged 
67  years,  8  months  and  9  days.  He  professed  faith  in  Christ  at  Lib- 
erty Hill  Church  at  the  age  of  15.  While  yet  a  very  young  man,  he 
felt  divinely  called  to  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  yielding 
to  his  Heavenly  Father's  will,  he  entered  the  noble  profession  at  the 
age  of  20,  preaching  his  first  sermon  in  June,  1875,  taking  for  his  text 
John  xiv.,  6:  "I  am  the  way,  the  ti*uth  and  the  life;  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father  but  by  Me." 

Our  translated  brother  was   admitted  on  trial  into  the   Holston 
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Conference  in  the  fall  of  1875,  and  in  full  connection  in  1890.  On  July 
19,  1875,  he  was  married  to  Maggie  Gaulden.  Six  children  were  the 
fruit  of  this  union,  one  son  and  five  daughters;  one  daughter  preceded 
the  father  to  the  better  land;  the  stricken  widow  and  five  children  re- 
mained to  mourn  their  irreparable  loss.  From  youth  up  Brother 
Hobbs  was  physically  feeble,  so  that  his  itinerant  career  was  quite 
brief.  While  I  have  no  official  data  at  hand,  my  recollection  is  that  he 
served  the  Parrottsville  charge  and  perhaps  the  St.  Clair  Circuit  for 
a  short  time,  but  rapidly  failing  health  imperatively  demanded  his  su- 
perannuation, and  in  this  relation  he  lived  until  called  from  the  Church 
militant  to  the  Church  triumphant. 

And  what  shall  I  say  more?  First,  "Jack"  Hobbs  was  a  clean 
man;  with  the  dirty  and  salacious  he  had  no  patience.  While  he  may 
not  have  kept  the  birds  from  flying  over  his  head,  he  did  not  permit 
them  to  make  nests  in  his  hair.  After  having  known  him  most  inti- 
mately for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  I  am  sure  that  I  never 
knew  him  to  indulge  in  any  language  that  would  have  been  out  of  place 
in  the  most  refined  lady's  parlor. 

Second,  Brother  Hobbs  was  a  diligent,  careful,  discriminating 
reader,  and  a  close  and  accurate  thinker.  For  light  and  frivolous  lit- 
erature he  had  no  taste.  On  the  other  hand,  he  read  strong  books, 
philosophical  works;  he  luxuriated  in  the  productions  of  the  grand  old 
masters  whose  distant  footsteps  echo  through  the  corridors  of  time. 

Third,  Rev.  J.  N.  Hobbs,  while  perhaps  not  a  graduate  of  any 
college,  was  a  most  zealous  friend  of  education;  for  twenty  years  or 
more  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Hamblen 
County,  and  in  that  capacity  he  did  much  to  improve  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  county;  he  will  be  greatly  missed  as  a  devoted  friend 
of  education. 

Fourth,  as  a  preacher,  our  glorified  friend  was  textual  rdther  than 
topical;  he  was  no  copyist;  he  blazed  out  his  own  way;  you  could  not 
anticipate  him,  you  might  possibly  sometimes  differ  with  him  in  his 
exegesis,  but  the  burden  of  his  pulpiteering  was  Christ  and  him  cruci- 
fied, and  prayer.  I  am  sure  that  ''Jack"  Hobbs  preached  oftener  on  the 
subject  of  prayer  than  almost  any  other  minister  with  whom  I  have 
been  familiar.  To  intelligent,  thoughtful  hearers,  Brother  Hobbs' 
preaching  was  entertaining,  edifying  and  helpful.  There  are  men 
who,  so  far  as  we  can  see,  pass  for  much  more  than  they  are  worth; 
the  efforts  of  others  are  not  appraised  at  their  full  value.  Our  ascended 
brother  belonged  to  the  latter  class. 

Fifth,  Brother  Hobbs'  afflictions  were  prolonged  and  painful,  but 
he  bore  them  with  a  patience  and  resignation  that  could  be  born  only 
of  a  consciousness  of  his  acceptance  in  the  Beloved. 

Sunday  afternoon,  Septerriber  24,  in  the  presence  of  an  immense 
gathering,  in  the  Liberty  Hill  Church,  occurred  the  funeral  services, 
conducted  by  the  pastor.  Rev.  W.  E.  Browning,  assisted  by  Dr.  E.  E. 
Wiley  and  the  writer.  We  mournfully  laid  Brother  Hobbs  to  rest, 
within  a  few  feet  of  the  place  where  he  sought  and  found  the  pearl  of 
great  price,  and  hard  by  the  sleeping  dust  of  Reverends  John  M. 
Chrismond,  D.  B.  Carter,  C.  T.  Carroll  and  M.  P.  Swaim.  This  quin- 
tette of  moral  heroes  we  shall  see  "over  yonder."

MRS.  P.  S.  SUTTON 

At  her  home  in  Princeton,  W.  Va.,  December  22,  1921,  surrounded 
hy  her  children  and  grandchildren,  Victoria  Mahood  Sutton,  widow  of 
the  late  Rev.  Philip  S.  Sutton,  of  the  Holston  Conference,  peacefully 
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passed  into  the  realms  of  the  blessed.  Sister  Sutton  was  the  daughter 
of  the  late  Judge  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Mahood  and  was  born  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  year  1838,  when  the  town  was  but  a  country  cross-roads 
village.  She  was  married  to  Rev.  Philip  S.  Sutton  at  Pearisburg,  Va., 
in  1867,  from  which  union  seven  children  were  born,  four  of  whom  sur- 
vive her,  as  follows:  Mrs.  A.  H.  Barbor,  of  Falls  Church,  Va.;  Mrs.  C. 
W.  Smith,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Brown  and  Alex  M.  Sutton,  of  Princeton,  W.  Va. 
During  her  long  sojourn  of  eighty-three  years  on  earth  her  daily  life 
was  so  exemplary,  her  motherly  instinct  and  womanly  intuition  so 
praiseworthy,  that  she  was  loved,  cherished  and  respected  highly  in 
every  community  in  which  she  lived  with  her  husband  during  his 
itineracy. 

She  was  a  model  circuit  rider's  wife,  and,  although  the  many  pri- 
vations suffered  during  the  period  immediately  succeeding  the  Civil 
war  were  vexatious  and  burdensome,  she  was  never  heard  to  complain, 
but  took  it  as  her  part  of  sacrifice  in  the  calling  of  her  husband.  For 
the  last  forty  years  preceding  her  death  she  had  made  Princeton  her 
home,  her  husband  having  died  there  in  1896.  About  her  household 
she  shed  the  light  of  a  godly  life.  In  early  life  she  had  become  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  from  its  teaching  she  never  de- 
parted. The  frailties  and  ills  of  advancing  age  did  not  find  her  morose 
or  melancholy,  but,  upon  the  other  hand,  she  looked  forward  to  re- 
joining those  of  her  family  who  had  gone  on  before  into  the  City  of 
God.  Indeed  for  a  few  years  just  before  her  decease,  when  she  knew 
there  was  but  little  else  on  earth  for  her  hands  to  do,  with  her  children 
all  married  and  settled  down  and  her  grandchildren  becoming  grown, 
she  would  talk  frequently  of  the  great  family  reunion,  partly  to  come 
when  she  left  the  world,  and  the  full  reunion  to  take  place  when  all 
had  come  into  the  glory  beyond  the  sunset's  home.  Death  had  no  ter- 
rors for  i\er;  she  met  it  with  a  smile,  and  as  if  in  the  quiet  slumber  of 
health  she  closed  her  eyes,  after  whispering  that  she  felt  better, 
dropped  into  sleep  and  woke  in  paradise.  The  funeral  ceremonies 
were  held  at  the  home,  in  which  her  pastor.  Rev.  Sidney  B.  Vaught, 
was  assisted  by  Bishop  Waterhouse,  for  long  years  a  friend  of  the 
family,  and  by  Rev.  L.  W.  Irwin,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In  the 
Oakwood  Cemetery  at  Princeton  she  was  laid  away  in  the  family  plot 
beside  her  husband  and  with  the  three  children  who  had  preceded  her 
to  the  grave.  In  her  death  the  church  has  lost  a  noble  woman — a 
good  mother  in  Israel  has  gone  home.

Death  had  taken  her  husband  in  1913,  whose  grave 
her  own  now  joins  in  the  beautiful  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  at  Greeneville, 
Tenn. 

Born  November  7,  1845,  near  Jefferson  City,  Tenn.,  Maria  Eliza- 
beth Newman,  later  Mrs,  Hickson,  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Jef- 
ferson County  to  such  extent  that  she  became  a  very  successful  teacher 
and  a  lifelong  student.  Zollicoffer  Institute  at  Bluff  City  and  the  high 
school  at  Parrottsville  were  among  the  places  at  which  she  taught. 
Her  precision  of  speech  and  thoroughness  of  study  were  always  notable. 
Herself  an  occasional  writer  of  verse,  she  was  a  great  reader.  The 
Christian  Advocate  and  other  periodicals  of  her  church  she  did  not 
neglect,  and  she  especially  delighted  in  the  biographies  of  eminent 
Methodists. 

Of  Presbyterian  parentage,  her  religious  training  resulted  early  in 
a  public  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.  The  church  of  her  husband,  to 
whom  she  was  married  September  12,  1869,  became  very  decidedly  the 
church  of  her  choice.  With  him,  from  1875  till  1898,  the  time  of  his 
superannuation,  she  served  most  faithfully  and  joyfully  the  following 
charges:  Greeneville,  St.  Clair,  Lenoir,  Maryville,  Bluff  City,  Blount- 
ville,  and  Rhea  Town — from  which  latter  place  they  went  to  reside 
with  their  daughter  near  Afton,  for  more  than  twenty  years.  Her 
special  gifts  and  attainments  were  an  admirable  complement  to  those 
of  her  widely  beloved  and  still  lamented  husband. 

Very  profound  was  her  reverence  for  the  Holy  Scriptures;  and  the 
daughter  testifies  that  her  mother's  unfaltering  faith  in  God  gave  the 
impression  of  her  life  that  is  strongest.  That  faith  was  apparently 
equal  to  any  testing.  Very  memorable,  too,  were  her  ministries  to  the 
poor  and  her  ready  sympathy  with  the  afflicted  or  the  oppressed  every- 
where. Loyalty  to  her  home,  her  church,  to  Sabbath-keeping,  to  every 
good  cause  she  knew,  was  ever  the  main  desire  of  all  her  seeking. 

A  saintly  itinerant's  well-sufficing  companion,  a  mother  whose 
children  call  her  blessed,  a  bearer  without  complaint  of  all  the  burdens 
old  age  had  brought,  and  a  traveler  unafraid  into  the  shadows  that  veil 
the  glory  too  radiant  for  these  mortal  eyes — she  has  departed,  but 
the  memory  of  her  life  lingers  like  a  fragrance,  J.  B.  ELY. 
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MRS.  A.  J.   FRAZIER 


Josephine  Brown  was  born  near  Wytheville,  Va.,  January  16,  1842. 
She  grew  into  young  womanhood  in  the  community  in  which  she  was 
born,  attended  the  school  there  and  in  June,  1859,  graduated  from  the 
Wytheville  Female  Academy — a  school  of  large  influence  and  of  more 
than  local  note  in  that  day. 

Andrew^  Jackson  Frazier,  a  young  Methodist  preacher,  was  sent  to 
the  circuit  in  which  was  the  home  of  Miss  Brown.  Handsome,  intellec- 
tual and  enthusiastic,  the  Cavalier  among  the  preachers  of  that  pe- 
riod, it  was  not  strange  that  he  should  attract  the  attention  of  the 
popular  and  cultured  Josie  Brown.  They  were  married  September  28, 
1864.  It  was  a  time  of  war,  an'mies  were  on  the  march,  the  noise  and 
thunder  of  battle  filled  the  air,  society  was  disturbed,  the  work  of  the 
church  was  interfered  with  and  it  took  courage  and  devotion  to  a 
great  ideal  for  a  young  woman  to  become  the  wife  of  an  itinerant 
Methodist  preacher.  Parsonages  were  few,  the  times  were  hard,  and 
yet  this  young  woman,  reared  in  affluence,  became  the  wife  of  this 
young  preacher.  It  is  a  story  known  to  the  older  members  of  this 
Conference  how  devoted  she  was  to  her  husband,  her  children  and  to 
her  church.  On  large  circuits,  on  stations,  and  on  districts,  she  was. 
the  zealous  helper  and  inspirer  of  her  husband.  The  husband  and 
father  was  away  from  home  much  of  the  time,  so  that  the  care  of  the 
family  and  all  the  responsibilities  of  the  home  rested  largely  upon  the 
wife  and  mother. 

Sister  Frazier  was  a  home  builder,  and  without  complaint  and 
without  murmuring  she  endured  the  hardships  incident  to  their  itiner- 
ant life.  I  think  we  can  never  appreciate  at  their  worth  the  heroism, 
the  fidelity  and  the  faith,  not  only  of  the  men  who  preached  our 
Gospel  in  this  Holston  Conference,  but  also  of  the  wives  of  these  men, 
who  stood  by  their  husbands  and  inspired  them  and  fanned  the  fires  of 
their  zeal,  so  that  despite  the  chaotic  conditions  growing  out  of  the 
war  and  of  the  period  of  reconstruction,  the  men  were  enabled  to  lay 
broad  and  deep  the  foundations  upon  which  has  been  built  the  great 
Methodism  of  our  day. 

In  May,  1892,  Brother  Frazier,  then  presiding  elder  of  the  Knox- 
ville  District,  died.  There  were  seven  children  in  the  home,  several 
of  whom  were  at  that  age  at  which  they  especially  needed  the  guidance 
and  help  of  their  father.  Sister  Frazier  took  up  bravely  the  added 
burdens  and  responsibilities.  Her  son.  Rev.  John  B.  Frazier,  accepted 
an  appointment  in  the  city  of  Knoxville,  which  enabled  him  to  be  much 
of  the  time  with  his  mother.  Friends  were  kind  and  sympathetic,  and 
all  the  children  gave  a  beautiful  co-operation,  so  that  the  work  of  re- 
adjustment went  forward,  and  the  interests  of  the  home  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children  were  all  conserved. 

During  these  thirty-one  years  since  the  death  of  her  husband 
Sister  Frazier  gave  herself  to  the  children  and  to  the  church.  She 
passed  her  82nd  birthday,  coming  to  her  grave  in  a  full  age  like  as  a 
shock  of  com  cometh  in  its  season.  She  died  in  the  city  of  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  John  L.  Falkner,  on  March 
22,  1922,  and  we  buried  her  in  the  old  Gray  Cemetery  by  the  side  of  her 
husband.  On  that  afternoon  there  was  a  soothing  balm  in  the  air, 
there  was  a  warmth  in  the  rays  of  the  sun,  gentle  zephyrs  whispered 
to  us  from  the  south,  the  birds  sang  their  glad  notes  from  the  branches 
of  the  trees,  and  from  the  blue  skies  bending  over  our  heads  there 
seemed  to  be  voices  calling  us  to  heaven. 

These  words  of  Charley  Wesley  were  quoted  at  the  funeral  of  her 
husband  and  they  were  true  of  him,  and  we  who  knew  Sister  Frazier 
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feel  that  they  are  equally  true  of  her  and  applicable  to  her,  and  hence 
we  say: 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done; 
Thy  glorious  warfare's  past; 
The  battle's  fought,  the  race  is  won. 
And  thou  art  crowned  at  last."

MRS.  C.  R.  BROWN 

Sallie  Cooper  was  born  at  Trevarton,  Pa.,  December  23,  1870.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mariah  Cooper,  who  were  pioneers  in 
the  development  of  the  Pocahontas  coal  field.  On  December  29,  1891, 
she  was  married  to  Rev.  Charles  R.  Brown  at  Coopers,  W.  Va.,  to 
which  place  her  parents  had  moved  when  she  was  a  mere  girl.  To 
this  happy  union  ten  children  were  born,  seven  of  whom  God  took  in 
their  infancy.  She  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
when  very  young  and  gave  it  the  most  loyal  service  until  September 
14,  1922,  when  God  called  her  from  her  beautiful  home  in  Tazewell, 
Va.,  to  the  home  above. 

Mrs.  Brown  was  truly  one  of  God's  elect.  She  was  born  into  a 
home  that  was  all  aglow  with  simple,  unadulterated  faith.  She  was 
nourished  at  the  bosom  of  a  mother  who  walked  by  the  sight  of  her 
spiritual  eyes.  When  a  girl  of  tender  years  she  gave  herself  to  Jesus 
in  whom  she  believed,  and  in  whom  she  ever  afterwards  lived.  In  the 
providence  of  God  she  linked  her  life  with  a  young  man  who  had  heard 
and  responded  to  God's  call  to  tell  the  wonderful  story  of  his  love,  and 
with  a  joy  that  perhaps'  her  closest  friends  did  not  recognize  she  went 
with  her  husband  in  his  beloved  ministry,  performing  the  duties  of  an 
itinerant  preacher's  wife  and  enduring  the  hardships  incident  thereto 
without  ever  a  word  of  complaint.  The  truth  is  she  seemed  never  to 
have  learned  to  complain.  She  was  quiet,  serene,  patient,  ever  sup- 
ported by  the  consciousness  that  she  was  in  her  Father's  keeping. 
Then  when  it  became  necessary,  because  of  ill  health,  for  her  husband 
to  retire  from  the  active  ministry  she  assumed  her  place  in  the  local 
church  and  served  with  a  willing  hand  and  a  glad  heart  as  long  as 
she  was  able.  For  twenty  years  or  more  she  was  a  teacher  in  the 
Sunday  School  and  left  the  impress  of  her  fine  character  upon  prac- 
tically every  girl  who  passed  through  the  school  during  that  period  of 
time.  She  served  for  a  time  as  District  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  and  as  president  of  the  local  auxiliary.  She  loved 
her  church  and  was  interested  in  every  phase  of  its  work.  She  gave 
largely  of  her  time,  energy  and  money  for  the  advancement  of  her 
Lord's  kingdom. 

She  rendered  most  distinguished  service  with  the  Red  Cross  during 
the  great  war,  serving  in  an  official  capacity  and  toiling  with  her  own 
hands  that  she  might  relieve  suflfering  and  bring  comfort  to  the  boys 
in  the  service  of  their  country.  But  the  work  in  which  she  seemed  to 
find  her  greatest  joy  was  not  done  before  the  eye  of  the  public.  She 
did  not  parade  her  virtues.  Her  left  hand  never  knew  what  the  right 
hand  was  doing.  But  surely  the  Master  will  have  abundant  cause  to 
say  to  her:  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world:  for  I  was  an 
hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  meat:  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink: 
I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in;  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me:  I  was 
sick,  and  ye  visited  me:  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came  unto  me." 

Her  life  was  beautiful  and  Christ-like.  As  truly  as  the  Master 
walked   the    earth   with    dignity   and   fortitude    and    devotion    to    his 
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Father's  will,  so  did  she  follow  in  his  footsteps.  No  by-paths  allured 
her,  no  words  of  strange  doctrine  turned  her  aside.  Serene  in  her 
faith,  she  met  the  obligations  of  home,  church  and  community,  cheer- 
fully giving  herself  in  unselfish  love  and  service.  With  an  unwaver- 
ing faith  she  accepted  the  afflictions  and  sorrows  of  life  which  are 
a  common  heritage.  The  law  of  kindness  was  on  her  lips,  and  modest 
but  unfaltering  truth  adorned  her  speech. 

She  died  as  she  had  lived.  Weeks  before  the  end  she  heard  the  one 
clear  call,  and  as  she  drew  nearer  the  brink,  watching  the  approach 
of  the  boat  that  was  to  carry  her  across,  she  was  calm  and  unafraid. 
She  knew  God.     She  was  not  going  to  a  stranger's  house. 

We  who  knew  her  and  loved  her  are  thankful  that  her  path  came 
our  way,  and  that  our  lives  felt  the  touch  of  hers.  We  know  that  the 
torch  she  carried  will  never  go  out.  It  seems  to  shine  in  the  majestic 
evening  star  that  rises  above  the  shadowed  hilltops  to  guide  our  stum- 
bling feet  along  dim  trails,  and  cheer  us  with  the  promise  that  night 
soon  passes  and  joy  comes  in  the  morning. 

"We  may  hope  with  an  undying  hope. 

Since  He  who  knows  our  need  is  just. 

That  somewhere,  somehow,  meet  we  must. 
Alas  for  him  who  never  sees 
The  stars  shine  through  his  cypress  trees; 

Who  hopeless  lays  his  dead  away.

MRS.  W.  N.  WAGNER 

No  greater  boon  has  been  bestowed  on  our  humanity  than  the  gift 
of  devoted  Christian  wives  and  mothers  who  make  home  a  place  of 
rest,  comfort  and  peace,  where  love  abounds  and  the  atmosphere  is 
holy.  Such  a  home  blesses  with  a  heavenly  joy  all  who  enter  and 
abide  therein.  This  kind  of  a  home  was  made  and  kept  by  Susan 
Frances  Canter  Wagner.  There  was  a  cordial  hospitality  for  all  that 
was  good  and  for  every  servant  of  God — an  air  of  wholesome  pleas- 
antness that  was  always  felt.  It  all  seemed  natural  and  easy  for  her. 
She  was  born  to  Christian  parents  of  Methodist  faith  in  Frederick 
County,  Virginia,  in  the  year  of  Grace  1852  on  the  8th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary. It  is  not  surprising  that  from  a  child  she  knew  the  Lord,  and 
at  the  age  of  12  made  a  public  confession  of  her  faith  in  Him  as  her 
Savior,  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South — the 
church  of  her  father,  Isaac  W.  Canter,  and  her  mother,  Susan  McCallie 
Canter.  Her  mother,  before  marriage,  was  a  member  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  but  she  joined  the  church  of  her  husband. 

Susan  Frances  Canter  grew  up  under  the  influence  and  power  of 
that  faith  and  illustrated  in  her  life  its  finest  nroducts,  and  on  October 
13,  1880,  was  joined  in  holy  wedlock  unto  William  N.  Wagner  to  be- 
come a  faithful  wife  and  happy  itinerant.  From  her  there  was  never 
a  complaint  of  hardship,  but  expressions  of  joy  in  the  opportunity  for 
Christian  service.  She  knew  how  to  make  the  most  of  circumstances — 
to  convert  goods  boxes  into  attractive,  tasteful  furniture,  and  to  make 
a  poor  parsonage  a  place  of  comfort  and  attraction.     Of  this  union 
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were  born  two  daughters,  who  with  their  honored  father  survive: 
Ella  Sue  Wagner,  long  time  a  faithful  and  most  efficient  missionary  in 
Korea,  and  Mittie  Wagner  McMullen. 

Mrs.  Wagner  was  of  itinerant  stock.  An  uncle  was  a  minister  in 
the  United  Brethren  Church;  two  brothers,  whose  names  are  honored 
in  Southern  Methodism,  were  members  of  the  Baltimore  Conference, 
and  two  nephews  are  itinerants — W.  I.  Canter  in  the  Western  Virginia, 
and  H.  M.  Canter  in  the  Baltimore  Conference. 

When  a  girl  she  yearned  with  a  fervent  heart  to  become  a  mis- 
sionary, but  there  was  no  Woman's  Board  in  her  church,  no  training 
school,  and  no  chance  for  her  to  go.  She  gave  her  first-bom  child  to 
the  Lord  to  use  as  he  would,  and  her  testimony  is:  "If  I  have  done  any 
service  on  the  mission  field,  I  owe  it  to  mother  more  than  to  any 
human  being." 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  end  of  such  a  life  was  a  triumph. 
One  who  sat  by  her  side  the  last  hour  of  her  pilgrimage,  and  as  she 
was  crossing  the  mysterious  stream  that  separates  our  view  of  the 
eternal  world,  when  from  St.  Thomas'  Hospital,  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  on 
that  beautiful  day,  September  25,  1922,  her  spirit  passed  through  the 
gates  of  pearl  into  the  city  that  passeth  not  away,  wrote  down  some 
of  the  expression  that  lingered  on  her  lips  as  she  made  the  crossing. 
These  are  some  of  them: 

"My  faith  looks  up  to  Thee,  Thou  Lamb  of  Calvary,  Savior  Divine." 
"A  clear  vision!"  "I'm  in  heaven!"  "Heaven  is  wonderful!"  "Come 
on  over."  So  passed  the  spirit  of  this  devoted  Christian  woman,  to 
wait  at  the  open  door  for  the  coming  of  her  husband,  daughters,  loved 
ones  and  friends.    If  this  be  death,  how  wonderful,  how  welcome ! 

"There  is  no  death,  the  stars  go  down 
To  rise  upon  a  lovlier  clime." 

Let  us  meet  her  at  the  open  door.  May  her  faith  and  its  triumph 
sustain  that  lonely  man  who  misses  her  from  his  side  while  he  makes 
the  few  steps  that  shall  unite  them  again,  and  the  two  daughters  until 
they  receive  her  welcome  to  the  beautiful  home  where  the  light  never 
fades  and  the  sun  shall  never  go  down!
